five miles below Portsmouth, hoped 
for a slow thaw. 
Tens of ice 
stacked 
up against 
dams and rivermen feared a sud­ 
den change and pcs ibly rain would 
cause much damage. 
They were 
encouraged by a report of W 
C. 
Devereaux, meteo; ologist, who said 
he expected the current co li wave 
to slowly release its grip.

However, engineers stressed the 
lack of danger from floods. 
They 
say the water 
is 
flowing 
freely

Tlir cold wave which resulted in 
th? ice go ges was felt in other 
quarters.

Ohio river ferry service remained 
closed

opened to one-lane traffic moving 
on an alternating direction basis, 
after snow plows cleared the path.

during four days it took to locate 
and repair a break in a six inch 
main.
